Mr. Mielson, in anewer to questions propounded by Captain hichard
D'Oyly Hughes and James U, Lowo in a sonfercnos on Quhober 28, 18kl,
axprogsed the following oplnlonsgm

Mr. Nieleson agreed with whe general ocorrectness of Lhe text
of the R.AQ. Clty Dossler on Munich, and was abla Lo varify the
logation of over half of the obJuetlves shown on H.A.l. Munchen
and Distriet Map Ne. 33. Ha knew of no posslbly worth-wh!le ob-
Jegblves whioh were not shown on this map, but poluted out that
G.U.3943, the Oberwlesenfeld Asrodrome, was no longer used for
commercial air traltic and that thls was now all handled through
G.h, LOL2, the Riem alrport.

Mr, Nlelson soveral bimos emphaolzod the importance of Munlah
a8 & rallrond centre, but minimized its funotlon ag an indugtelal
contar. As a rallread center, Mr, Nielson sald that Munlah served
as o (1) termlnal for muoh of ths trafllec betwsen Uermany and the
Balkona: and (2) s8 the main genter for [talo-Oorman commeree.

Mr. Wielson leld great emphasis on the dmportance of Munioh o
Itale~Gorman trade. He suld that a disrupblon of bhe exbensive ralle

Mr. Nielsen further ineiated thal 1f afler conlinued angl prolonged

yr., Nielson sald that 1f a oholoe had to be mads betwaen bhombing

somg one partlsular arva repestadly, and detributing the attack ovey

.a town, the former would have a far more devastating effect on the

'qivilian population than the latter. A German Coventry, he intimated,
would have far reaching repercussions all throughout Germany.

Mr. Nielson said that Munich was ringed by powerful searchlights
(at least forty in number) and very noisy anti-aircraft guns (the
number of which he said was impossible to estimate)., Rumor had it,
said Mr. Nielson, that Munich had been deprived of some of its anti-
aireraft defences because of the need for them elsewhere and becavze
of Munich's apparent immunity to large scale or frequent attack.

With regard to poisonous gas, Mr. Nielson said that Gerrany had
apparently awakened very late to the possibility and probability that
it would be used in this war. When he arrived in Munich in December,
1938, kr. Nielson said, neither the people nor the government gave
mach thought to defense against alr atteck, However, he said that
in March, 1939, both the people and the government began to take such
a lively interest in precautions against gas attack that Mr. MNielson
believed that the Germans firmly expected gas to be used in this war
before it is over, )

Kr. Nielson said that he knew of no outstanding examples of the
uge of camouflage in or around Munich. He said that the highways had

not been painted, that he imew of nc facilities for hiding the mex-

m‘zﬂling yards “ad rellway stations by smcke screen or any other means,
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clumsy screens around certain sections of some of the alrfields,
The only landmarks that might be of aid to an airman approaching
Munich, lr., Nielson said, were the River Isar, a range of hills
about twenty miles on the side of the Riem airfield, and the catne=-
dral in the heart of town, which had two tall domes.
The people of Munich, Mr. Nielson said, were not seriously con-
cerned about the unexpected prolongation of the war, nor about any
of the concomitant hardships. He said that the people were all well
fed, adequately clothed, confident in tltimate victory, ard willing
to go on.fipghting indefinitely. A shortage of beer seemed o ba the
major hardship suffersd by the people of Munich. This favored position
of the Bavarians, Mr. ilielson said, was probably due to the fact that
Bavaria was the main party headquarters, and also because the German
authorities themselves felt that Bavarians had to be treated generously.
In conclusion, Nr. Nielson said that while there was certainly
no unanimity of support for the Nazis in Bavaria, the Bavarians were
patrictic Germans and would stand behind the Fuehrer to the last man
1f that were necessary to win the war. British propagaenda had been
ludriercus, kr. Nielson said. In fact, Mr. Nielson exprassed strong
doubt that any propaganda could be disseminated which would have any
desirable effect on the Gemman people. If such were to be attempted,
he said, it would have to guarantee (not promise) the German people a
Just psace. Nr. Nielson said that the Bavarian co..ception of & Jjust

peace was a Versailles-Germany, plus Austria and the Sudetenland,; to=
